Server generates initial playlist(s), possibly when users register for the service 
(Initial playlist may be a default playlist that gets customized later) 
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Client application makes request to 


server to access a particular playlist 
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Server makes a request to a CreateMetafile service on the server application module for 
an SDP 'file with respect to a specific playlist 
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CreateMetafile service propagates the request to 


a locaf content manager (LCM) for the SDP file

LCM opens the playlist file and appropriate media files, generates the SDP information and 

returns it to the CreateMetafile service 
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CreateMetafile service returns the SDP file to the requesting server 
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Server returns the playlist and the corresponding SDP file to the client application 






Client application passes the SDP file to the player engine which establishes 
a streaming session with a streaming module 
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Streaming module sends periodic messages to the player engine 
indicating a switch to a new media clip within the playlist 
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Player engine passes the timing information from the clip 
switch message to the client application 
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Client application sends periodic updates ot user preferences 
to the server based on user feedback 
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Client application instructs the player engine to send 
appropriate messaging to the streaming module to 
switch to streaming from the new playlist
